President Arthur's veto of the Chi-

Jtoaae Mormon RemialBeeneea 


Governor E. H. Murray of Utah, who 


refused to give a certificate to Cannon 
aa a Delegate to Congress, on the ground 
that he was net qualified to hold that 
office, and thus managed to get the 
question of polygamy before Congress, 
has written an article forthe April num- 
ber of the North American Review, in 
which he presents with/g-eat vigor his 
•views of the subject. He relates the 
iact, "on the authority of an officer of 
high rank in the diplomatic service of 
the Hawaiian Government," that Brig- 
bam proposed a few years ago to the 
reigning King, that he would come with 
liis people and populate the Kingdom, 
and would promise vo keep the ruler 
safely on his throne if, in return, he 
guarantee them the free exercise of their 
religious belief, with all its rites. The 
•offer was declined. There is no doubt 
•that the Mormon leader made overtures 
to the Government of Mexico to found 
a colony in some part of that country 
and that this offer, also, was declined., 
^Governor Murray's article was written 
before the recent bill before Congress 
became a law, and was intended, proba- 
bly, to influence the passage of that act. 
Hi* article closes with this paragraph: 


And this is the organization, that, 


.after thirty years, must be further con- 
cilated, because they are a peculiar peo- 
ple. In the meantime, children con- 
tinue to be born into the world with 
brands upon their foreheads. It is not 
the body of the Mormon people that are 
to blame, it is the polygamous leaders, 
with their designing schemes, fighting 
for prolonged power". It is the rich, 
smart Mormon who does not believe in 
-polygamy, and yet supports it, and who 
continually says to Members of Con- 
gress and the country that it is dying 
out. It is the man who revolts at the 
purposes and practices of Mormonism, 
and yet for the balance of trade apolo- 
gizes for it, compromises with crime, 
and sees "virtues in this community 
that others do not possess." What 
does the writer or the country eare as to 
the belief of those who regard Joe Smith 
as a prophet? Those who believe so are 
entitled to their belief. Their right to 
that belief the writer and the country 
would defend, if necessary; but obedi- 
ence to law is required, anskjfre exercise 
of temporal power by ecclesiastical au- 
thority in the least degree will no longer 
be tolerated.

These open length- 
wise and widthwise, and in them cau be 
put bonbons and sweetmeats. Some ot" 
these are very elaborate, with different 
arrangement of covering of different 
colored silk.
